Selectmen’s Report 


Mrs. R. L. M. Underhill has kindly furnished two pictures for 
our Town Reports. Mrs. Underhill photographed our cover picture 
from a plane showing Kings Ravine from the air with Madison Hut 
between Mts. Madison and Adams. The aerial close-up of the head- 
wall of Kings Ravine shows it as few of us have ever seen it. The 
mountaineers among us will no doubt recognize the ‘Gateway to 
Kings Ravine’’. 


From the Shorey collection we have the picture of the Ravine 
House as some of us remember it. We wish to express our appre- 
ciation to those who contributed so generously and to the Ravine 
House committee for making possible the gift to the town of a large 
part of the Ravine House property. Between Pages 26 and 27 Dr. 
Horton has given a report of the progress of this project during the 
past year. A financial report is also included. Already a considerable 
sum has been spent on improving the swimming pool. 


At present the names on the Honor Roll are illegible. A more 
permanent means should be considered for their preservation. 
Article #15 will provide the money and a committee of Veterans 
should be appointed to see that this work is carried out. 


Considerable work was accomplished on the High Acres road 
this year. Widened and re-graded it is now safe for two vehicles 
to meet and the snow removal problem is much easier. This comes 
under the heading of permanent improvements. 


Looking to the future it is quite evident that the State Highway 
Department is definitely planning new road construction for Randolph 
in the near future. There has been much controversy with which 
we are all familiar. However it should be clear that any new route 
will make quite a change in future town tax rates. If route #2 is 
re-located by the state the present road will revert to the town for 
year-round maintenance, probably adding four miles to our present 
road mileage.

The Ravine House 


Report on the Ravine House Property 


At a public meeting held in the Town Hall on August 31, 1961, a 
committee was authorized to deal with the situation brought about 
by the closing of the Ravine House. 


The committee consisted of the three Selectmen, Messrs. Reed, 
Farrar, and Lowe, Mrs. Underhill, and Messrs. Alexander, Booth- 
man, Cutter, and Horton, with Mr. Cross as treasurer serving ex 
officio. 


A plan to buy and use the property, consisting of about 88 acres, 
was described in a letter sent out that fall and was so well supported 
in the letters returned to the committee that the committee took 
steps to put the plan into effect. 


At the Town Meeting in March, 1962, the voters of Randolph 
indicated that they would be willing to buy the Ravine House land, 
in whole or in part, for recreational purposes if sufficient funds were 
contributed to the Town to this end. 


An appeal was then made to the permanent and summer resi- 
dents of Randolph, and as a result the Town received total gifts of 
$20,577.64. 


The entire Ravine House property was then purchased by the 
committee from the City Savings Bank of Berlin for the sum of 
$18,000 plus the 1961 taxes, or $18,352.23. 


The contents of the building sold by auction on August 10 and 11, 
1962, netted $8,628.96. 


The entire 55 acres of the Ravine House land on the south side of 
US Highway #2, with the exception of an L-shaped strip of about an 
acre sold to Mr. Clarke to consolidate the property he already owned, 
was conveyed to the Town for recreational purposes for the sum of 
$11,445.00. 


The dilapidated barn on the south side of the highway was sold 
for the price of removing it. 


In the lowest part of this land, that is, its northeast corner, a 
small lake under ten acres in size is being constructed as a center 
for wildlife. It will be stocked with trout. Information, technical 
assistance, and supervision for the construction of this lake is pro- 
vided free by the Coos County Soil Conservation District of the 
Federal Government. 


On higher ground there will be a place for a swimming pool, 
which will either be the present pool, through which the Moose River 
flows or an enlargement of it, or a new pool not in the river bed. 
There will also be space for cther athletic and recreational activities. 


The land on the north side of the highway is being held for the 
Town for future uses or for sale in units of two acres or more to 
individuals, all profits on such sales to go to the Town. 


The buildings on the north side of the road were sold to Arthur 
Lemire of Whitefield to be demolished and the salvage removed by 
him. Non-combustible waste is to be placed in the cellar holes. 


None of the land, on either side of the highway, has been or will 
be conveyed to the Town or individuals without protective restric- 
tions. 


In order to assist the Town in the future development of the 
Ravine House area and in other enterprises beneficial to the Town 
and its inhabitants, the Randolph Foundation has been created. To 
this Foundation gifts may be made for charitable, educational, 


scientific, and similar purposes for the welfare of Randolph. It is 
hoped that by next summer an Internal Revenue ruling will be ob- 
tained that such gifts will be deductible for federal income, estate, 
and gift tax purposes. 


The Randolph Foundation will be a non-profit charitable corpora- 
tion independent of the Ravine House committee, though it received 
the approval of that committee. It is incorporated under the laws of 
the State of New Hampshire. 


Its present directors are Mrs. R. L. M. Underhill, Miss Katherine 
Wood, and Messrs. J. S. Alexander, Douglas Horton, and G. A. Lowe. 
Its auditor is Mr. Hershner Cross. The members of its Advisory 
Committee are Mrs. T. R. Bean, Mrs. H. L. Malcolm, Misses N. 
Howard and A. B. Stearns, and Messrs. M. F. Arnold, J. H. Booth- 
man, A. Farrar, and B. Reed.

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Report of Librarian 


A big improvement in the library building this year was the 
installation of fluorescent lighting, with an outlet for an electric 
heater, much appreciated during the cool days of early autumn. 


Gifts were received from Mr. Alvan W. Davis, Mrs. Ira V. 
Hiscock, Mrs. Alan Huntington, Mrs. Charles Judson, Dr. A. S. 
Pease, Mr. Peter A. Perrin of Kirkland, Washington, Mrs. Margaret 
Taylor, and the Home Demonstration Group of Randolph. At the 
suggestion of Mr. Richard Wood, Mr. Perrin sent a fine copy of 
Oakes’ ‘‘Scenery of the White Mountains’’, published in 1848, one of 
the few older books on the region not in our collection. The Home 
Demonstration Group contributed current publications of the Book- 
of-the-Month Club and certain titles of interest to lovers of the out- 
of-doors. 


Thirty children’s books were borrowed from the State Library for 
use all summer. Circulation of children’s books increased from 61 
last summer to 131 this summer. 


Two copies of the “‘Book of Knowledge,’ an encyclopedia for 
children, were placed on a semi-permanent loan arrangement in 
private homes, one in the west end of town and one in the south. Six 
other families borrowed a total of 85 books for winter reading. 


First steps were taken toward the making of a catalog, when 
several members of the Home Demonstration Group denated 45 hours 
spent in writing shelf cards. They finished the fiction and children’s 
books and plan to go on with the non-fiction next summer. From this 
shelf-list a complete catalog can be constructed. 


The Library was officially open 50 hours; the number of people 
using the Library doubled over last year and the number of books 
loaned increased from 180 in 1961 to 365 in 1962.

Report of the Superintendent 


FOREWORD 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Randolph School District: 


Your Superintendent has just completed his first year as your 
school administrator. I think perhaps it is in order to render my 
views on your school system as seen from my position. As one thinks 
back over the year one naturally hopes that goals established then 
have been met and new goals established for the succeeding year. 


I firmly believe that the quality of your pupils’ educational pro- 
gram in Gorham is very high. Several pieces of information appear 
to lend weight to this thinking. These include: 


1. 


Gorham High School will meet the new minimum standards 
as established by the State Board with little difficulty. Many 
districts have a tremendous way to go in meeting these stand- 
ards. Needless to say, I was quite pleased with the following 
excerpt from the state report concerning our minimum stand- 
ard evaluation: ‘‘We want to. . . congratulate the administra- 
tion and district in having anticipated these standards so 
well.”’ The Gorham School Board should be congratulated in 
foreseeing these standards and taking appropriate action in 
meeting them before they are required by statute or regula- 
tion. . 


. Gorham High School’s percentage of students going on to 


college is very high in relationship to the state. The school 
ranks in the top one-third of New Hampshire high schools in 
this respect. 


. On a recent statewide testing program a Gorham High School 


class scored in the first 10 percent of all New Hampshire 
classes tested. Even more significant to me was the fact that 
in the two areas tested, verbal and non-verbal, the class 
scored in the upper 10 percent. 


. The drop-out rate is very good in relationship to the rest of the 


state. In this area Gorham High School is in the upper one- 
third of New Hampshire high schools. I firmly believe, how- 
ever, that this area needs further attention. 


. All teachers are fully certified and we do not have any emer- 


gency credential staff members. This is not true with many 
New Hampshire schoo! districts. 


Your Superintendent believes that the following areas will need 
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attention as we progress in our quest for a quality educational 
program: 


1. Implementation of special instructional programs for talented 
and academically limited students. The public schools are for 
all the pupils wishing to attend. No one prescribed course or 
program of studies meets the needs and capabilities of all the 
pupils in school. 


2. Keeping good teachers is a problem of deep concern to me. 
Money alone will not solve this problem, although it requires 
a high priority. Several instructional programs cannot afford 
constant staff changes. 


3. The High School library will need constant attention for the 
next few years. 


4. Within a reasonably short time we will find that five years of 
teacher training will be required of all new teachers. The 
supply of teachers in several fields is critical and will con- 
tinue. New Hampshire has a high percentage of its new and 
experienced instructors leaving the state each year. 


Budget 


Your School Board’s Budget for 1963-64 totals $14,495.08. The 
proposed budget is $4,025.40 less than 1962-63. The bus has been paid 
for and the tuition item is less in the proposed budget. If expenditures 
continue at their present rate, we can anticipate a sizeable balance 
this June. Please refer to section entitled Warrant concerning this 
balance. 


Interim Commission 


As mentioned in the School Report last year the Interim Commis- 
sion has been very active and recently submitted to the legislature 
their preliminary report. Areas covered in the report include higher 
education, area schools, co-operative districts, increased state fi- 
nancial support and other related areas. Any citizen desiring to read 
the report may borrow my copy on a short loan basis. Periodically, 
there will be news releases on legislative action concerning the 
recommendations of the Commission. 


Legislation 


Legislation being proposed this year in Concord include the usual 
foundation aid for poorer school districts, construction aid and addi- 
tional support for intellectually retarded. New legislation being pro- 
posed include: transportation aid (probably 25%), flat grant aid 
(probably on a scale of $10.00-$100.00 per pupil), return of Head Tax 
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to the towns and earmarked for support of schools, and a state lot- 
tery, funds from this will probably be earmarked for schools. 


Tuition 


The three year tuition contract with Gorham expires this year. 
In my opinion the contract arrangement has worked out well and I 
recommend renewing it for an additional three years. 


Rates for 1963-64 as established by the Gorham School Board are: 


High School $470.00 
Junior High 350.00 
Elementary 270.00 
Kindergarten 125.00 


New Accounting Procedures 


On July 1, 1962 the New Hampshire Tax Commission and State 
Department of Education prescribed new accounting and budgetary 
procedures for school districts. New Hampshire became the 47th 
state to adopt all or a substantial portion of these new procedures. 
The primary purposes in adopting this new system include: 


1. to improve the accounting for school funds 


2. to assist local districts in the preparation of a more meaning- 
ful district budget 


3. to improve the accuracy of local, state and national sum- 
maries 


4. to facilitate comparisons of financial information among New 
Hampshire school districts 


5. to provide a more reliable basis for reporting to the public on 
the condition and progress of education. 


Our current budget as approved last March had to be converted 
into the new accounting system. You will note in this Annual Report 
the two different budget summaries necessitated by the change in 
accounting and budgeting. 


Warrant 


Two special articles appear in the warrant, namely tuition con- 
tract and establishment of a capital reserve fund for bus purchase. 


1. As our tuition contract ends in June, 1963, the School Board is 
requesting District approval for its renewal. 


2. As stated previously in the report our balance will be quite 
large, probably $2,000.00. Your Superintendent concurs with the 


46 


School Board that the balance of unexpended funds be placed in 
Capital Reserve for the purchase of a school bus at a later date. 
Your School Board feels that this will reduce a probable increased 
tax situation when the present bus is replaced.
